Part  I  is  a  follow-up 
of  those  who  participated  in  the  summer  programs  held  in  1978,  and  Part  II

37)  of  those  in  the  1980  summer  program. 

Even  as  this  report  was  being  prepared  we  were  receiving  replies  from 
both  groups,  te  h  of  these  responses  increased  the  percentage  enrolled  in 
engineering  by  a  percentage  point  or  more. 

A  Re-UNITF  program  was  held  during  both  the  1979-80  and  1980-81  school 
years  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  but  are  not  reported  herein.

The  UNITE  (.Uninitiates  Introduction  to  Engineering)  program  is  an  ex- 
tention  of  the  MITE  (Minority  Introduction  to  Engineering)  program  which  had 
its  start  in  1974.  The  UNITE  program  is  funded  by  the  United  States  Air  Force 
and  is  conducted  at  four  college  of  engineering;  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  University  of  New  Mexico,  Ohio  State  University,  and  Tuskegee 
Institute . 

The  UNITE  1978  participants  are  now  rinisning  their  sophomore  year  in 
college . 

In  these  programs  the  participants  were  exposed  to  the  engineering  pro¬ 
fession,  learned  about  the  various  fields  of  engineering,  the  demands  upon 
practicing  engineers,  and  the  effort  required  to  achieve  an  engineering  degree 
from  an  accredited  college  of  engineering. 

The  first  questionniare  was  sent  out  in  January  of  1980  with  a  icllcw-up 
sent  in  April  to  those  who  had  not  responded  to  the  first.  Copies  of  the  cove 
letters  and  questionnaire  are  included  at  the  end  of  this  repeat. 

Forty-four  of  the  participants  responded  to  the  questionnaire.  Ninety- 
five  percent  of  those  responding  are  attending  college.  Thirty-five  percent 
are  attending  the  same  school  as  where  they  attended  UNITE. 

Seventy-six  percent  of  the  males  and  35%  of  the  females  are  studying  engi 
neering.  Eighty-two  percent  indicated  that  their  participation  in  UNITE  af¬ 
fected  their  attitude  concerning  engineering. 

It  is  of  interest  that  100%  of  the  respondents  would  recommend  the  pro¬ 
gram  to  a  friend.  Seventy-nine  percent  felt  that  UNITE  helped  them  during  the 
senior  year  in  college. 

All  of  the  respondents  felt  that  the  UNITE  program  is  a  positive  force  in 
making  minority'  students  aware  of  and  attracting  them  toward  the  study  of 
engineering . 

Sixty-eight  percent  are  attending  a  college  that  has  an  AFROTC  program. 
Eleven  percent  of  those  are  enrolled  in  AFROTC.  Fourteen  percent  intend  to 
enrole  in  AFROTC  at  a  later  date.  Seven  percent  are  caking  Army  ROTC  or 
Naval  ROTC.  Twenty-six  percent  are  considering  an  Air  Force  curler  following 
graduation  from  college. 
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Fifty-four  percent  would  recommend  AFROTC  to  a  friend  in  high  school. 
This  certainly  speaks  highly  of  the  program. 

Thirty-two  percent  have  a  close  relative  in  the  military

majority  of  the  students  who  attended  the  program  in  1978.

The  UNTIE  (Uninitiates  Introduction  to  Engineering)  program  is  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  MITE  (Minority  Introduction  to  Engineering)  program  which  had  its 
start  in  19'-.  The  UNTIE  program  is  funded  by  the  United  States  Air  Force 
and  is  concocted  at  four  colleges  of  engineering;  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  University  of  New  Mexico,  Ohio  State  University,  and  Tuskegee 
Institute . 

The  UNITE  1979  participants  are  now  finishing  their  freshman  year  in 
college . 

In  these  programs  the  participants  are  exposed  to  the  engineering  pro¬ 
fession,  learn  about  the  various  fields  of  engineering,  demands  upon  practicing 
engineers,  and  the  effort  required  in  achieving  an  engineering  degree  from  an 
accredited  college  of  engineering. 

The  participants  heard  lectures,  toured  engineering  facilities,  partici¬ 
pated  in  laboratories,  and  solved  typical  engineering  problems.*  In  addition, 
they  toured  an  Air  Force  installation,  met  Air  Force  civilians  and  military 
personnel,  and  were  made  aware  of  opportunities  for  minorities  with  engi¬ 
neering  backgrounds  ir.  the  Air  Force. 

The  results  of  the  questionnaire  which  was  sent  to  all  participants  is 
enclosed  at  the  end  of  this  report,  along  with  the  tabulated  results. 

The  major  points  brought  out  by  the  questionnaire  will  be  summarized 
with  conclusions  indicated  where  appropriate. 

Of  the  127  participants  in  the  4  programs,  24%  responded  to  the  question¬ 
naire  mailet  in  January  1980.  A  second  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  these  who 
had  not  restcr.ded  by  .-.pril  of  1980.  Nineteen  percent  responded  to  the  second 
mailing.  Ctpies  of  the  cover  letters  are  included  at  the  end  of  this  report. 
Responses  were  obtained  from  59  participants. 

The  137  participants  in  the  program  were  made  up  of  47  black  males,  47 
black  females,  6  male  native  American,  3  female  native  American,  1  Puerto 
Rican  male,  and  1  female,  18  Mexican  American  male  and  12  female,  and  14  male 
and  12  female  that  were  classified  as  "other." 

In  the  following  analysis,  two  numbers  will  be  given  in  each  case.  The 
first  being  the  percentage  for  the  male  participants  and  tie  second  in  paren¬ 
thesis  fer  the  female  participants. 


All  four  programs  were 


not  conducted  in  the  same  manner. 


Of  those  responding,  91  (92";)  indicated  that  they  are  attending  collet-;. 

In  1978  the  figures  were  7S%  and  ( S  0  % )  -  Forty-two  (fiftv.i  percent  are  atter.air.g 
at  th.e  same  college  as  where  they  attended  the  UNITE  program.  Of  those  not 
currently  attending  college,  677;  (1007)  say  they  will  apply  at  a  later  date. 

Eighty-five  (seventy-nine)  percent  saic  that  their  participation  in  UNITE 
affected  their  attituce  concerning  engineering.  Relative  to  the  participants ’ 
intentions  prior  to  attending  UNITE  717  (61a)  said  they  intended  to  stucv 
engineering.  Following  the  UNITE  program  947=  (797;)  intended  to  study  engi¬ 
neering  or  a  related  area. 

All  but  one  male  respondent  replied  that  he  would  attend  UNITE  if  he  hat 
it  to  do  over  again.  Every  respondent  said  they  would  recosnenc  the  pregram, 
to  a  friend. 

Eighty  (seventy-nine)  percent  felt  that  UNITE  helped  them  during  their 
senior  year  in  high  school.  Twenty-seven  (thirteen)  percent  changed  their 
senior  year  program  after  having  attended  UNITE.  Most  made  a  change  toward 
either  more  mathematics,  more  science,  or  in  some  cases  both. 

All  respondents  felt  that  UNITE  was  a  positive  force  in  making  minority 
students  aware  of  and  attracting  them  toward  the  study  of  engineering. 

Seventy-seven  (seventy-six)  percent  of  the  respondents  felt  that  their 
reflection  of  the  UNITE  program  favorably  disposed  other  minority  students 
into  considering  the  study  of  engineering. 

Seventy  (ninety-one)  percent  are  attending  a  college  that  has  an  AFROTC 
program  and  1877  (57;)  are  enrolled  in  AFROTC.  Twenty  (twenty-nine)  percent 
said  they  would  enroll  at  a  later  date.  Fifty  (one  hundred)  percent  indi¬ 
cated  that  they  enjoyed  their  AFROTC  classes  and  757;  (10077)  felt  that  the 
AFROTC  classes  would  be  useful  in  their  future  work.  Only  4  males  and  1  female 
responded  to  these  two  questions.  One  male  responded  that  he  was  enrolled  ir. 
either  Army  ROTC  or  Naval  ROTC. 

Following  graduation,  39%  (17%)  said  they  were  considering  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  an  Air  Force  career.  Seventy-one  (fifty-seven)  percent  indicated 
that  they  would  recommend  AFROTC  to  a  friend  in  high  school. 

Twenty-nine  (seventeen)  percent  have  a  close  relative  in  the  military.

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The  UNITE  (Uninitiates  Introduction  to  Engineering,)  program.  is  an  ex  to 
sicr.  cf  the  MITE  (Minority  Introduction  tc  Engineering)  program  which  hac  i 
start  in  1974.  The  UNITE  Program  is  funded  by  the  United  States  Air  Force 
ar.d  is  conducted  at  four  colleges  cf  engineering;  Massachusetts  Institute 
Technology ,  University  of  New  Mexico.  Ohio  State  University,  and  Tuskogee 
Institute.  The  first  UNITE  program  was  held  in  197S. 

In  these  programs  the  participants  are  exposed  to  the  engineering  pro¬ 
fession,  learn  about  the  various  fields  of  engineering,  demands  upon  practi 
engineers,  and  the  effort  required  in  achieving  an  engineering  degree  : ret, 
accredited  college  of  engineering. 

The  participants  heard  lectures,  toured  engineering  facilities,  partic 
in  laboratories,  and  solved  typical  engineering  problems.  In  addition,  th 
tcurec  an  Air  Force  installation,  met  Air  Force  civilians  and  military  pert 
and  were  made  aware  of  opportunities  for  minorities  with  engineering  back.gr 
in  the  Air  Force. 

The  results  of  the  questionnaire  which  was  sent  to  all  participants  is 
enclosed  at  the  end  of  this  report,  along  with  the  tabulated  results. 

The  major  points  brought  out  by  the  questionnaire  will  be  summarized  v. 
conclusions  indicated  where  appropriate. 

Of  the  232  participants  in  the  -  programs,  35%  responded  to  the  questi 
naire  maned  in  January,  1981.  A  second  questionnaire  was  mailed  to  those 
had  no:  responded  by  April,  1981.  Twenty- two  percent  responded  tc  the  sec: 
mailing.  Copies  of  the  cover  letters  are  included  at  the  end  of  this  repor 
With  this  effort,  responses  were  obtained  from  132  out  of  23d  participants. 

The  232  participants  in  the  program  were  made  up  of  3%  black  males,  67 
blacx  females,  11  male  native  American,  10  female  native  American,  25  Mexic 
American  male  and  19  female,  and  7  male  anc  9  female  that  were  classified  a 
"other.”

79'.  for  UN  I  IE  1979.  Eighty-four  percent  of  the  males  and  of  the  f  e-ales 
indicated  engineering.  In  1979  only  7071  of  the  females  indicated  engineering. 

Comparisons  c£  the  responses  to  question  numbers  3  and  12  (Are  vou  now 
planning  on  going  into  engineering  or  a  related  area?),  ('here  you  intendin'.: 
to  stud;.-  engineering  cr  a  related  area  prior  to  attending  UNITE?)  are  suite 
revealing.  There  are  tour  possible  combinations  of  responses.  Of  the  four 
possible  responses,  yes-no  is  the  most  interesting  as  this  indicates  parti¬ 
cipants  who  decided  to  study  engineering  because  of  the  program.  This  value 
was  157.  (1371  male,  1 7 7-  female).  This  is  down  compared  to  UNITE  1979.  Seventv 
percent  were  intending  to  study  engineering  both  prior  to  and  after  the  program. 
Four  percent  decided  not  to  study  engineering  whereas  prior  to  the  program,  thev 
were.  Both  of  tnese  statistics  are  a  large  improvement  over  1979. 

The  program  helped  $3%  of  the  participants  determine  their  future  career 
goals  essentially  the  same  as  for  1979. 

Sixteen  percent  changed  their  senior  year  program  following  UNITE.  Fourteen 
students  wanted  to  change  their  program  but  could  not  for  various  reasons.  Many 
of  the  respondents  indicated  that  they  changed  or  wanted  to  change  their  program 

because  of  what  they  learned  at  UNITE.  A  change  to  courses  needed  for  the  study 

of  engineering  was  indicated  by  a  number  of  the  respondents. 

The  remainder  of  the  statistics  relative  to  engineering  are  self-explanatory 
but  are  quite  positive  so  far  as  the  apparent  value  of  the  program  is  encouraging 
minority  students  in  the  study  of  engineering. 

The  responses  to  the  questions  relating  to  the  Air  Force  were  all  very 
positive.  Evidently  each  program  was  contacted  by  the  Air  Force  even  though 
117,  of  the  participants  indicated  they  did  not.  All  but  eleven  of  the  parti¬ 
cipants  responded  that  the  tour  of  the  Air  Force  facilities  was  of  interest  to 

them. 

Seventy-eight  percent  were  not  considering  an  Air  Force  career  prior  to 
the  program.  Fifty-seven  percent  of  the  participants  indicated  that  they  would 
consider  applvir.g  for  Air  Force  EOTC  if  they  attend  a  college  that  lias  Air  Force 
EQTC.  This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  their  experience  with  the  Air  Force 
was  overall  quite  positive.  In  1979  this  figure  was  4977. 

Response  rate  to  the  questionnaire  was  not  as  high  as  for  the  1979  program 
when  questionnaires  were  sent  out  3  times.  The  last  mailing  for  the  1979  program 
was  in  June  which  was  l  month  after  this  report  is  due,  thus  we  only  use’  two 
mailings  for  UNITE  19 V). 
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Typical  student  comments  are  included  b  e 1 o  w .  These  give  a  better  feel  ins 
for  how  the  students  felt  about  the  program  than  statistics  can  do.  Also 
indicated  is  the  student's  sex  and  planned  field  of  study.
